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The  Masks  of  Orthodoxy 

Folk  Gravestone  Art  in  Plymouth  County, 
Massachusetts,  1689-1805 
Peter  Benes 

The  Masks  of  Orthodoxy,  an  illustrated  study  of 
eighteenth-century  folk  gravestone  symbolism  in  the 
former  Plymouth  Colony  area,  is  a  pioneer  effort  in 
the  use  of  demographic  and  historical  data  to  inter- 
pret a  folk  material  culture.  Treating  the  craft  of 
decorating  grave  stones  as  a  naive  Puritan  art,  the 
study  draws  on  data  provided  by  approximately 
4,000  stone  markers  found  in  over  100  colonial 
burial  sites  in  southeastern  and  central  New  England, 
and  offers  an  explanation  of  the  curious  facial  dis- 
tortions, markings,  and  caricatures  which  have  baf- 
fled students  of  early  New  England  iconography  for 
almost  a  century. 

The  author  uncovers  and  evaluates  the  cultural,  ec- 
clesiastical, and  genealogical  factors  which  guided 
the  dispersal  and  stylistic  evolution  of  three  schools 
of  local  gravestone  makers,  and  attempts  to  infer 
from  these  factors  the  most  reasonable  hypothesis 
concerning  the  artistic  intentions  of  the  carvers.  To 
this  end,  he  argues  that  the  skull  images,  which  in 
the  past  have  been  regarded  as  symbols  of  death, 
were  probably  intended  by  the  carvers  as  symbols  of 
ghosts  and  spirits  released  by  death;  and  further, 
that  the  comical  or  energetic  facial  caricatures  of 
these  images  were  neither  the  result  of  a  lack  of  ar- 
tistic skill  nor  of  random  stylistic  drift,  but  were  a 
deliberate  punning  and  playing  with  the  skull  design 
for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  sophisticated  religious 
concepts  such  as  grace,  resurrection,  and  salvation. 
Using  style  distribution  data,  parish  settlement  pat- 
terns, first-hand  descriptions  of  religious  revivals, 
and  documented  church  histories,  Benes  suggests 
that  gravestone  artwork  produced  by  Plymouth 
County  carvers  served  as  an  informal  folk  heraldry  — 
whose  meaning  was  lost  at  the  end  of  the  eighteenth 
century— by  which  carvers  devised  simplistic  spirit 
substitutes  to  express  the  religious  attitudes  of  their 
client  parishes.

Perspectives  on  the  Meaning  of  Intimacy 
Edited  by  George  Levinger  and  Harold  L.  Raush 

There  is  often  little  agreement  about  the  meaning  of 
the  terms  we  use  to  discuss  intimate  relationships- 
love,  marriage,  intimacy,  friendship,  family,  close- 
ness, and  distance.  Nor  is  there  agreement  about 
what  is  "right"  or  "wrong,"  "good"  or  "bad," 
"healthy"  or  "pathological"  in  such  relationships. 
In  an  attempt  to  bring  more  precision  to  the  study 
of  close  relationships,  this  collection  of  original  es- 
says lays  the  groundwork  for  the  definition  of  these 
critical  terms  and  the  values  they  imply. 
George  Levinger  introduces  the  subject,  analyzing 
some  of  the  variables  influencing  a  definition  of  close- 
ness. Elizabeth  Douvan  compares  close  friendships 
with  marriage,  and  examines  dilemmas  of  intimacy 
between  men  and  women  in  a  frontier-oriented,  in- 
dividualistic America.  Howard  Gad/in  provides  a 
psycho-historical  account  of  change  and  continuity, 
tracing  concepts  of  intimacy  from  the  Colonial  era 
to  the  present.  Paul  C.  Rosenblatt  explores  the  in- 
ternal states  and  external  factors  that  influence  mar- 
ital partners  in  making  commitments,  and  discusses 
the  factors  that  enhance  or  attenuate  commitment. 
Harold  H.  Kelley  expands  his  attributional  theory  to 
examine  the  variables  that  influence  close  partners 


to  attribute  behavior  to  the  self,  the  other,  or  to  the 
external  situation.  David  H.  L.  Olson  discusses  the  ef 
feet  of  internal  and  external  constraints  on  the  study 
of  close  relationships,  and  offers  a  scheme  for  a  more 
systematic  method  of  analysis. 
In  the  concluding  chapters,  the  editors  include  com- 
ments made  by  other  participants  in  a  symposium 
for  which  these  essays  were  originally  developed. 
George  Levinger  draws  on  these  responses  in  his  ex- 
amination of  potential  research  directions.  Harold 
Raush  uses  the  range  of  comments  to  discuss  the 
dialectical  issues  that  influence  the  differeing  views 
of  close  relationships  among  the  personal,  interper- 
sonal, and  societal  orientations  of  researchers. 
George  Levinger  and  Harold  L.  Raush  are  members 
of  the  Department  of  Psychology  at  the  University 
of  Massachusetts.  They  organized  the  symposium 
from  which  these  essays  emerged,  and  each  has  writ- 
ten widely  on  interpersonal  relations,  the  family, 
and  related  topics.

Private  Lives  and  Public  Accounts  is  a  collection  of 
essays  in  which  the  human  implications  of  social  sci- 
ence research  are  explored.  Thomas  Cottle's  approach 
is  what  he  calls  "observant  participation,"  a  method 
in  which  the  attitudes  and  involvement  of  the  ob- 
server are  recorded  with  the  emphasis  on  the  observ- 
er's participation.  Cottle  sees  himself  as  both  friend 
and  intruder,  as  the  subjects  of  his  research  recount 
their  experiences  and  interact  with  him. 
After  discussing  the  method  of  "observant  participa- 
tion" and  some  questions  of  personal  divulgence  and 
privacy  in  contemporary  society,  the  author  pre- 
sents specific  examples  of  this  method,  reporting  on 
the  lives  of  individuals  and  social  groups  with  whom 
he  has  worked.  Each  observation  is  grounded  in  a 
particular  social  world— a  handicapped  child  con- 
fronts the  reality  of  being  different,  a  young  psychi- 
atrist meets  his  first  patient,  men  examine  their 
attitudes  in  a  consciousness-raising  group,  members 
of  a  community  try  to  come  to  grips  with  racial 
problems. 

Revealing  private  lives  with  humanity  and  clarity, 
these  public  accounts  raise  important  issues  about 
the  nature  of  research  and  reportage— whether  con- 
ducted by  social  scientists,  psychologists,  social 
workers,  or  journalists.

I  feel  like  the  man  in  the  desert, 
approaching,  always  in  his  mind,  an  oasis, 

not  yet  knowing  himself  a  survivor. 
One  by  one  he  carries  on  his  back, 

(as  if  a  man  could  lift  a  weight  like  that) 
all  he  remembers  of  the  shapes  of  the  world: 

a  dish,  an  antelope,  a  pillar,  a  stair, 

the  snowflake's  architecture,  or  a  pear's, 

and  holding  each,  he  feels  in  their  contours, 
the  beginnings  of  tenderness,  and  fear.  .  .  . 

"These  poems  have  a  lot  to  do  with  different  levels 
of  seeing,"  says  Jane  Shore  about  her  first  book  of 
poetry,  Eye  Level.  In  observing  the  familiar,  her 
precise  line  of  focus  is  drawn  to  deeper  levels  of  the 
imagination,  the  unconscious,  and  the  self  observing 
the  self.  At  this  level,  "the  eye  is  aware  of  its  act  .  .  . 
the  eye  gets  caught  in  the  act  of  seeing,  and  fearful 
and  fascinated,  has  to  keep  watching,"  explains  this 
poet  whose  eye  is  always  being  assaulted  by  objects, 
light,  and  people. 

These  narrative  poems  scrutinize  objects,  at  times 
"paint"  a  setting,  but  they  never  remain  a  showcase 
for  imagery  or  symbols.  In  poems  which  begin  with 
a  delicate  observation,  whether  it  be  a  sleeping  lover 
or  objects— a  glass  paperweight,  an  advent  calendar- 
Ms.  Shore  searches  for  the  darker  side  of  her  viewed 
objects,  and  risks  entrapment  by  the  object.  Through 
her  careful  watching,  she  gives  us  poems  that  touch 
upon  wonder  as  well  as  terror. 
Jane  Shore's  poetry  has  appeared  in  numerous  pub- 
lications and  anthologies.  She  received  the  Bess 
Hokin  Prize,  given  by  Poetry  Magazine,  in  1973,  and 
was  the  recipient  of  the  Borestone  Mountain  Poetry 
Award  in  1973  and  1975.  Ms.  Shore  was  also 
awarded  a  Massachusetts  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
and  Humanities  grant  and  was  a  Fellow  in  poetry  at 
the  Radcliffe  Institute.  She  lives  in  Cambridge,  Mas- 
sachusetts, where  she  is  a  Briggs-Copeland  Lecturer 
on  English  at  Harvard  University.

Focusing  on  liberal  journals,  congressional  politics, 
and  important  liberal  organizations— including 
Americans  for  Democratic  Action,  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union,  the  American  Committee  for 
Cultural  Freedom,  the  Congress  of  Industrial  Organ- 
izations—Professor McAuliffe  finds  that  during  the 
McCarthy  years,  the  traditional  liberal  preoccupa- 
tions with  individual  freedom  and  civil  liberties  were 
blunted  by  concern  for  national  security,  growing 
antagonism  toward  the  radical  left,  and  fear  of  the 
political  right— and  that  liberals  willingly  participated 
in  an  attempt  to  deny  civil  liberties  to  those  whose 
political  beliefs  they  did  not  share. 
Crisis  on  the  Left  begins  with  a  survey  of  the  Old 
Left,  its  disintegration  after  the  war,  and  the  emer- 
gence of  a  new  liberalism  which  adopted  the  political 
and  philosophical  assumptions  of  the  center.  By  ex- 
amining previously  unavailable  internal  papers,  and 
through  personal  interviews,  Professor  McAuliffe 
critically  analyzes  specific  liberal  reactions  to  events 
during  the  Cold  War  period.  She  concludes  that  the 
"crisis  on  the  left"  was  a  complex  and  painful  prod- 
uct of  warfare  within  the  left  itself  and  that  its  re- 
percussions have  transformed  American  liberalism. 
Mary  Sperling  McAuliffe  is  Assistant  Professor  of 
History  at  Iowa  State  University.  She  received  her 
Ph.D.  in  1972  from  the  University  of  Maryland,  and 
has  written  on  the  Communist  Control  Act  of  1954 
and  the  ACLU  during  the  McCarthy  years.

Five  New  England  Towns,  1800-1860 
Robert  Doherty 
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Alexis  de  Tocqueville  described  nineteenth-century 
America  as  an  open  society  in  which  the  traditional 
European  restraints  of  inherited  social  position  and 
a  powerful  church  and  state  were  absent.  In  this 
study,  Robert  Doherty  uses  the  raw  material  of  so- 
cial history— census  reports,  tax  lists,  assessors'  rec- 
ords, estate  inventories,  and  town  directories-to 
examine  geographic  and  social  mobility,  wealth  dis- 
tribution, and  political  power  in  five  Massachusetts 
towns  from  1800  to  1860. 

In  contrast  to  much  recent  research  which  has  fo- 
cused on  individual  nineteenth-century  communities, 
this  work  is  a  comparative  study  of  towns  of  varying 
types.  Included  are  two  "hilltowns"  (Pelham  and 
Ware);  two  "market  and  administrative  centers" 
(Northampton  and  Worcester);  and  one  "major  in- 
ternational seaport"  (Salem).  Using  a  framework 
derived  from  central-place  and  regional  economic 
theory,  Doherty  analyzes  the  statistical  data  and  at- 
tempts to  answer  basic  questions  about  the  inhabi- 
tants of  these  towns:  to  what  extent  were  they  able 
to  attain  material  security  and  make  choices  about 
their  lives,  and  which  geographical  and  socio-eco- 
nomic factors  appear  to  have  contributed  to  the  avail- 
ability of  choice  and  security?  He  concludes  that 
the  actual  opportunities  of  the  "open"  society  in 
antebellum  New  England  varied  systematically  in 
quantity  and  quality  according  to  the  physical  lo- 
cation and  socio-economic  characteristics  of  the 
individual  towns."

Fourteen  essays  by  the  author  of  the  classic  psycho- 
analytic study,  Fiction  and  the  Unconscious. 
Simon  O.  Lesser  is  perhaps  best  known  for  synthe- 
sizing id  and  ego  psychology  in  his  balanced,  non- 
reductive  examination  of  the  art  of  fiction.  Avoiding 
the  traditional  pitfall  of  psychoanalytic  criticism— 
the  view  that  the  basic  drive  behind  fiction  is  re- 
pressed infantile  wishes—he  broadly  defines  impulse 
to  encompass  adult  feelings  as  well  as  infantile  in- 
stinctual ones,  and  inhibition  to  include  external  as 
well  as  internal  impediments.  Lesser's  argument  that 
form  synthesizes  the  often-conflicting  claims  of  id, 
ego,  and  superego,  and  his  commitment  to  textual 
criticism,  are  basic  to  his  dynamic  model  for  under- 
standing conscious  and  unconscious  responses  to 
fiction. 

These  essays— published  from  the  early  1950s  to  the 
present— treat  authors  from  Homer  to  Harold  Pinter, 
and  involve  studies  of  novels,  plays,  epic  and  lyric 
poems,  short  stories,  and  films.  Two  theoretical  es- 
says are  included:  "The  Attitude  of  Fiction"  dis- 
cusses factors  influencing  emotional  involvement 
with  a  literary  text,  and  "The  Role  of  Unconscious 
Understanding  in  Flaubert  and  Dostoevsky"  probes 
the  psychology  of  artistic  creativity.  The  remaining 
twelve  essays  focus  on  individual  works,  including 
Hawthorne's  "My  Kinsman,  Major  Molineux," 
Antonioni's  L'Avventura,  Yeat's  "Sailing  to  Byzan- 
tium," Pamela,  The  Idiot,  The  Trial,  Oedipus  the 
King,  King  Lear,  and  Macbeth.  Lesser  demonstrates 
that  consideration  of  the  unconscious  factors  in  the 
central  conflict  of  a  fiction  deepens  and  enriches 
our  appreciation  of  the  total  work. 
An  introduction  by  Robert  Sprich  and  Richard  W. 
Noland  reviews  the  relationship  of  psychoanalytic 
criticism  to  psychoanalytic  theory,  surveys  Lesser's 
critical  contributions,  and  summarizes  the  basic  con- 
cepts in  each  of  the  collected  essays. 
Robert  Sprich  is  Professor  of  English  at  Bentley 
College,  and  is  active  in  the  study  of  psychoanalysis 
and  creativity.

With  that  premise  in  mind.  Glen  C.  Dealy  attempts  in 
The  Public  Man  to  describe  and  explain  the  everyday 
attitudes  and  behavior  of  people  living  in  monolith- 
ically  Catholic  cultures.  Beginning  with  a  discussion 
of  the  style  of  life  which  he  calls  caudillaje—a  style 
in  which  everyman  attempts  to  be  a  leader  in  a  pub- 
lic setting  of  one  sort  or  another— Dealy  uses  a  wealth 
of  concrete  illustrations  to  demonstrate  that  Latin 
American  behavior  patterns,  which  are  often  viewed 
as  random  or  irrational,  are  in  fact,  when  seen  in 
their  cultural  context,  as  structured  and  rational  as 
those  of  North  Americans.  He  goes  on  to  suggest 
that  these  and  other  cultural  characteristics  apply 
as  well  to  Catholic  countries  outside  the  Iberic- 
Latin  tradition.  The  concluding  chapter  endeavors 
to  persuade  the  reader  that  the  roots  of  this  com- 
monality may  be  found  within  the  Catholic  religious 
tradition.  As  a  parallel  to  Max  Weber's  work  on 
Protestant  values  and  their  expression  in  society. 
The  Public  Man  is  certain  to  be  a  controversial  work 
of  cultural  analysis.
